Messrs.  Editors  :  Eoclosed  you  will  find  a  slip  adver¬ 
tising  “  a  runaway  slave.” 

It  was  my  fortune  to  become  possessed  of  more  facts 
in  relation  to  Bob’s  case  than  are  expressed  in  Mr.  O.’s 
advertisement. 

I  was  busied  jnat  within  the  door  way  of  tbe  house 
where  I  am  now  employed,  when  a  tall  and  rather  fine- 
looking  Kentuckian  approached  me  and  remarked  that 
he  conld  make  no  purchases  of  us  to-day,  because  he  bad 
just  got  bad  news  from  home.  1  asked  him,  “  Wbat  is  it, 
what  can  it  be  ?  ”  He  replied,  “  one  of  my  boys  has  ran 
away,”  at  the  same  time  handiDg  me  a  telegram  which 
ran  thus :  “  Tour  boy  Bob  ranaway  last  night,  with  four 
other  boys.” 

Mr.  O.,  in  order  to  make  known  to  me  Bob’s  valne 
and  his  loss,  described  his  person  and  activity — his  quali¬ 
ties,  both  of  body  and  mind,  instancing  some  facts  of  Bob’s 


“  He  was  about  five  years  ago  sold  to  Tennessee,  be 
soon  ran  back  two  hundred  miles  through  a  thickly-set¬ 
tled  country  to  his  old  home  in  Princeton,”  beeause  be 
bad  a  wife  there.  How  like  “  white  folks”  this;  who 
would  think  it  of  “  a  nigger  ?  ”  But  remember,  Mr.  Editor) 
there  is  some  Oaucassian  blood  indicated- by  that  “  dark, 
copper-colored  complexion.”  Does  that  account  for  all 
of  it? 

Bob’s  wife  was  tbe  properly  of  Mr.  Cash.  He  then 
purchased  Bob,  and  he  seemed  contented  and  faithfal ; 
two  children  were  born  to  them  ;  they  both  died.  This 
of  course  was  only  a  loss  to  the  master ;  he  suddenly 
found  himself  possessed  of  less  property  convertible  into 
cash  than  he  supposed.  About  five  months  ago  Bob’s 
wife,  worth  §1 ,800,  pined  away  and  died.  How  like

Bob,  until  this  last  event,  bad  exhibited  no  aign  of  dis¬ 
content,  or  aroused  the  slightest  suspicion,  the  canning 
dog  I  And  now  how  well  he  has  chosen  his  time  to  exe¬ 
cute  his  plaDS  ;  Sunday  Digbt,  when  Mr.  Cash  was  two 
hnndred  miles  from  home,  and  takes  four  others  with  him.

The  fugitives  start  about  forty  miles  back  from  the 
Obio  river ;  they  could  not  reach  it  before  the  second 
night,  and  then  as  the  river  is  low,  they  would  find  but 
lit' le  difficulty  in  crossing.  Their  dangers  after  crossing 
are  quite  as  great  as  before ;  there  is  time  for  their  pur¬ 
suers  to  gain  upon  them,  and  there  is  the  whole  of 
“  Egvpt  ”  before  them,  yet  it,  no  doubt,  has  its  line  of 
the  U.  G.  R.  R.,  should  they  strike  a  depot  of  it,  their 
dangers  are  much  lessened .  Was  I  the  veriest  pro-slavery 
man,  it  appears  to  me  I  should  hope  that  Bob  would  suc¬ 
ceed  in  his  race  for  self— for  freedom.  He  certainly  exhi¬ 
bited  a  true  soul,  and  one  worthy  to  be  free. 

Mr.  C.,  when  he  got  bis  bills  off,  was  to  take,  tbe  first 
train  through  Indiana  and  Illinois,  to  intercept  them. 
He  declared  that  “  should  he  succeed,  Bob  would  never 
get  another  opportunity  to  run,  be  would  put  him  into 
jail  and  Bell  him  South  ” ;  he’d  “  fix  him.’’ 

The  hope  for  Bob  is  in  God,  his  energy  and  shrewdness. 
He  shows  a  spirit  which  will  overcome  obstacles,  though 
they  appear  in  the  shape  of  equally  energetic  men. 
Canada,  freedom  and  self-hood  are  ahead  ;  slavery  with 
attendant  degradation,  and  who  knows  what  memories 
are  left  behind  ?  Urged  on  by  this,  there  is  hope,  though 
fear  is  chasing  close  after.  *** 


THE  WEBSTER  STATUE. 


As  I  have  alluded  to  the  Webster  statue,  let  me  saj 
that  we  are  waiting  for  a  fair  day,  in  order  to  have  Mr 


Everett’s  eulogy  repeated,  in  front  of  the  State  House, 
where  seats  have  been  provided  for  6,000  persons.  The 
Legislature  has  once  heard  it,  even  tramping  through  the 
mud  from  the  State  House  to  the  Music  Hail  for  the 
purpose ;  but  they  are  eager  to  hear  it  again.  But  not 
even  Mr.  Everett’s  finely-turned  periods  and  finished  style 
of  elocution  can  make  people  satisfied  with  the  statue,  as 
a  work  of  art  or  as  a  likeness.  And  there  are  plenty  of 
growls  from  the  Abolitionists,  llie  Liberator  says  the 
Statue  must  be  removed,  but  I  don’t  think  it  will  be,  un 
less  there  shall  be  danger  of  disunion,  in  which  case  Mr. 
Everett  gives  us  reasoD  to  believe  that  it  will  “  descend 
from  its  pedestal  to  stand  in  the  front  rank  of  tbe  peril  ” 
Be  sure, ‘if  it  ever  does  this,  it  will  never  get  back  again. 
Tbe  idea  of  relying  upon  Mr.  Webster  or  his  brazen 
image  for  aid  in  time  of  peril  is  very  ludicrous.  There  is 
nothing  heroic  in  bis  history,  as  in  the  history  of  John  and 
Samuel  and  John  Quincy  Adams,  who  were  true  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Massachusetts  character.  It  is  disgraceful 
to  the  State  that  this  prominence  should  be  given  to  a 
man  not  a  native  of  the  State,  and  who,  whatever  may  j 
have  been  his  ability  and  his  early  services  on  the  right 
side  of  the  political  questions  of  the  day,  betrayed  the 
people  he  represented  in  his  last  days,  and  cast  his  great 
influence  into  tbe  scale  of  oppression.  But  “  complimen¬ 
tary  fluokeyism  ”  is  the  order  of  the  day.  A  great  part 
of  the  time  of  many  leading  Republicans  is  taken  up  in 
burning  incense  under  the  noses  of  living  Hunkers,  or 
tramping  about  in  processions  iB  honor  of  dead  ones.  My 
friend  Sourkrout,  who  desires  to  cheek  this  tendency,  has 
handed  me  a  copy  of  an  oration  upon  Mr.  Webster,  which 
he  is  ready  to  deliver  if  requested.  I  dare  not  quote  tbe 
whole  of  it,  and  I  fear  you  will  think  wbat  I  do  give  yon 
is  of  a  sacrilegious  character.  He  says — the  blasphemer ! 

“Daniel  Webster  was  born  in  New  Hampshire,  from 
which  place,  having  been  starved  out  by  his  creditors  iD 
early  life,  he  came  to  Boston,  where  he  was  owned  for  30 
years  by  a  few  corporations,  who,  then  finding  him  dam¬ 
aged  and  expensive  to  keep,  sold  him  for  §50,000  to  a 
New  York  Company,  who  soon  put  him  off  to  the  Slave 
Power  for  a  promise  of  the  Presidency.  The  last  pur¬ 
chaser,  having  got  the  article,  did  not  pay  the  considera¬ 
tion,  and,  there  being  no  means  of  enforcing  the  contract 
either  in  the  Federal  or  State  Courts,  Mr.  Webster  retired 
to  Marshfield,  where,  having  ‘  sot  ’  on  Mr.  Winthrop,-  he 
died  and  was  buried  with  great  pomp.  He  was  then  duly 
canonized  by  Mr.  Everett,  and  his  statue  by  Powers,  an 
execrable  caricature,  was  set  up  in  the  State  House  yard, 
causing  much  speculation  among  the  members  of  tbe 
General  Court  whether  it  was  meant  for  Pericles,  Pom- 
pey’s  Pillar,  or  the  Razor  Strop  Man  in  a  mood  of  rapt 
contemplation  ;  or  if  it  is  Webster,  whether  it  is  Daniel, 
Noah,  or  the  Professor.  Opinions  difler.  A  respectable 
tailor  attracts  good  custom  by  advertising  that  he  did  not 
make  the  pantaloons  on  this  statue.  Mr.  Webster  was 
a  good  lawyer,  a  moderate  statesman,  a  poor  diplomatist, 
and  at  one  period  of  his  life  an  orator.  From  this  latter 
complaint,  however,  owing  to  full  feeding,  he  recovered. 
His  private  life  was  adorned  with  some  virtues.  He  was 
a  first-rate  judge  of  chowder,  the  English  classics,  and  old 
otard.  He  was  an  expert  fhherman  (though  timid  in  a 
boat),  a  poor  shot,  and  bad  the  best  hog  in  Plymouth 
County.  He  attended  church  with  considerable  regu- 
laritj,aod  his  respect  for  tbe  Methodist  clergy  was  great. 
He  bated  a  lean  ox,  an  unfilled  can,  and  Abbott  Law¬ 
rence.  He  loved  brook  trout,  Peter  flarvey,  and  his 
country.  He  left  to  his  family  a  splendid  legacy  of  un- 


country-  nu  m  i-  ap  enaia  legacy  of  un¬ 

paid  debts,  and  a  sincere  love  of  good  liquor.  He  was  a 
good-looking  man,  Powers  to  the  contrary  notwithstand¬ 
ing.  Tbe  great  army  and  innumerable  company  0f  Ame¬ 
rican  insolvents  will  continue  through  all  time  to  hail  him 
as  their  august  apostle,  and  will  treasure  his  memory  and 
co  iy  his  example  with  affectionate  fidelity  and  respect. 
To  all  good  little  boys,  and  Presidential  aspirants,  the 
chief  lesson  of  his  life  is.  Own  Ihyself." 

Thus  far  Sourkrout.  1  do  not  indorse  him.  On  tbe 
contrary,  I  am  shocked,  as  yon  will  be,  by  his  irreverence. 
But,  takiug  his  estimate  and  Mr.  Everett’s  together,  you 
will  obtain  a  very  accurate  view  ol  the  character  of  the 
man  whose  effigy  we  have  just  set  up  and  consecrated. 


I  A  valued  correspondent  in  the  last  Standard  has 
spoken  (well,  as  we-think)  of  some  of  the  points  of  dis¬ 
cussion  raised  by  our  highly  respected  friend,  Adin  Ballou, 
of  Hopedale,  Massaehhsetts.  We  have  no  fear  of  losing 
Adin  Ballou,  either  from  the  Anti-Slavery  cause  or  from 
that  organization,  in  support  of  it,  of  which  he  has  been 
so  long  an  honored  and  a  useful  member.  Individually, 
we  are  in  perfect  agreement  with  him  in  bolding  Non- 
Resistance  precious,  both  for  its  own  sake  and  for  its 
effective  instrumentality  in  behalf  of  the  slave ;  but  we 
are  persuaded  that  the  sober  second  thought  will  make  it 
plain  to  him,  and  to  every  practical  Christian,  that  tbe 
recognition  and  advocacy  of  justice  is  a  help  rather  than 
a  hindrance  towards  the  recognition  and  advocacy  of  love ; 
that,  pertinacious  as  a  fighting  Abolitionist  may  be,  it  is 
safe  to  regard  him  as  nearer  tbe  kingdom  of  heaven  and 
more  accessible  to  moral  suasion  than  a  fightiDg  slave¬ 
holder  ;  and  that,  however  blind  the  majority  of  Aboli¬ 
tionists  may  still  be  to  the  merits  of  Non-Resistance,  their 
ranks  still  form  the  most  promising  harvest-field  for  the 
laborers  in  that  important  department  of  Christianity. 

We  propose  now  to  speak  of  one  of  Mr.  Ballou’s  criti¬ 
cisms  which  our  correspondent  left  untouched,  the  “  con¬ 
temptuous  personality"  which  he  finds,  and  regrets  to 
find,  on  the  anti-slavery  platform. 

The  charge  of  an  undue  use  of  this  instrumentality  by 
the  Abolitionists  has  been  made,  and  made  by  a  large 
portion  of  tig  community,  ever  since  the  first  number  of 
The  Liberator  was  issued.  It  was  necessarily  so.  The 
agents  and  organs  of  the  anti-slavery  cause  charged  guilt, 
a  failare  in  known  and  obvious  doty,  a  commission  of 
great  and  inexcusable  wrong,  upon  the  whole  community; 
and  they  charged  special  and  aggravated  guilt  upon  cer¬ 
tain  members  of  tbe  community,  who  committed  the  sin 
id  question  with  deliberate  pertinacity,  in  connection  with 
greater  knowledge  of  the  right  and  less  temptation  to 
commit  the  wrong.  Of  course  all  these  parties  were 
offended.  Of  course  they  all  entered  the  plea  of  “  not 
guilty,”  declaring  themselves  falsely  accnsed,  and  declar¬ 
ing  the  accusers  calumniators  ;  and,  equally  of  course,  the 
mass  of  the  people  were  most  indignant  at  the  latter  class 
of  charges,  which  assailed  not  them,  but  their  guides  aDd 
oracles,  the  clergy,  the  lawyers, The  senators  and  represen¬ 
tatives,  the  men  who,  having  power  and  influence,  used 
them  against  the  slave.  The  multitude  said— “  Such 
things  as  they  say  of  us  are  bad  enough  ;  but  to  make 
such  charges  against  tbe  Rev.  Doctor  A.,  and  Deacon  B., 
and  Squire  0. 1  It  is  enough  to  make  the  very  stones  cry 
out  1  Away  with  such  fellows  from  the  earth  ;  for  it  is 
not  fit  that  they  should  live  1  ”  Then,  as  now,  the  “  con¬ 
temptuous  personalities  ”  were  the  things  most  shocking 

to  the  public  ear  ;  nod  to  jndgxx  by  tbo  oQT.opnpcre,  and 

the  sermons,  and  tbe  prayer-meetings,  and  the  common 
street  talk  of  twenty  years  ago,  you  would  have  said  that 
William  Lloyd  Garrison  and  his  associates  were  the  worst 
and  most  dangerous  of  meu. 

Since  that  time,  the  community,  in  this  State  and  New 
England,  has  materially  changed  its  ground,  having  come 
not  to  Mr.  Garrison’s  position,  but  much  nearer  it  than 
formerly.  The  people  of  those  States  have,  for  the  past 
twenty  years,  been  doing  more  and  more  of  those  things 
which  the  Abolitionists  have  been  demanding  of  them. 
How  is  this  ?  Has  calumny  drawn  them  towards  alliance 
with,  and  resemblance  to,  the  calumniators  ?  Not  at  all. 
Tbe  charges  which  they  called  calumny  were  truth.  The 
more  those  changes  were  sifted,  debated,  and  looked  fairly 
in  the  face,  the  more  they  were  found  to  be  just  and 
righteous.  ADd  the  result  has  been — a  result  still  going 
on,  and  continuing,  year  by  year,  to  mature  fruit  more  and 
more  nearly  approaching  to  genuine  anti-slavery— that 
the  simple  iteration  of  the  dictates  of  religion,  justice  and 
humanity  in  regard  to  the  slaves,  with  direct  and  pungent 
personal  applications  to  those  personages,  however  styled 
Reverend  and  Honorable,  whose  influence  interposed  most 
obstruction,  has,  with  tha  certainty  of  a  hydraulic  press, 
obliged  the  pro-slavery  public  to  move  in  the  direction 
indicated.  The  great  Methodist  Church,  the  great  Ame¬ 
rican  Tract  Society,  and  numerous  smaller  prfl-slavery 
organizations,  have  been  burst  in  snnder  by  the  power  of 
anti-slavery  truth,  by  the  power  of  something  always 
despised,  rejected  and  protested  against,  but  wliich,  being 
truth,  wrought  continually  more  and  more  effect  till  it 
prevailed. 

All  this  time  we  have  bj^accused  of  “  contemptuous 
personalities.”  W e  have  certainly  said  many  severe  things 
of  men,  some  of  whom  possessed  the  admiration  and  some 
the  respect  of  the  community.  Does  jastice  to  them,  or 
to  ourselves,  require  us  to  recall  aDy  of  those  severe 
thiDgs  ?  To  take  back,  for  instance,  anything  that  we 
have  said  against  Hubbard  Winslow  or  Bishop  Hedding, 
South-side  Adams,  Daniel  Webster  or  the  Tract  Society? 
Not  a  syllable.  Those  things  were  said,  first  because 
they  were  true,  and  next  beeause  they  were  plainly  seen 
to  be  needed  ;  and  the  result  has  shown  the  expediency  of 
not  keeping  back  such  truth.  The  very  fact  of  a  personal 
application  of  our  principles  to  persons  so  conspicuous,  a 
steady  holding  np  of  the  shamefulness  of  their  position  in 
contrast  with  tbe  claims  of  truth  and  righteousness,  was 
the  very  moBt  efficient  means  of  arousing  their  blinded 
followers  from  that  apathy  which  is  the  greatest  obstruc¬ 
tion  to  any  needed  reform.  Many  of  those  followers, 
awakened  by  this  very  means,  are  now  entirely  with  us ; 
and  a  much  larger  number  have  made  marked  progress 
in  the  way  towards  us. 

We  do  not  forget  that  Adin  Ballou  is  a  very  different 
person  from  those  whose  case  we  have  been  considering, 
nor  that  his  objection  stands  on  ground  quite  different 
from  theirs.  They  cried  out  against  personality  beeause 
they  were  pricked  in  tbe  heart  by  it,  convicted  of  sin,  and 
exposed  as  hypocritical  pretenders,  both  in  regard  to  tbe 
government  which  they  falsely  called  a  free  republic,  and 
to  the  Obnreh  which  they  falsely  called  a  Church  of 
Christ.  Our  brother  Ballou,  on  the  contrary,  as  long  as 
we  have  known  him,  has  preached  and  worked  as  a  Chris¬ 
tian  man  should,  in  behalf  of  the  slave.  Moreover,  he  does 
not  say  that  our  charges  in  regard  to  pro-slavery  indi¬ 
viduals  are  false,  and  he  does  not  say  that  all  accusatory 
designation  of  individuals  is  wrong.  His  objection  is  to 
«  contemptuous  personality.”  And  our  part  is  to  consider, 
giving  such  weight  as  is  due  to  the  opinion  of  an  intelli¬ 
gent,  respected  and  beloved  colleague,  whether  this  is 
necessarily  wrong. 

As  the  propriety  of  open  censure  depends  first  on  the 
fact  whether  censure  is  deserved,  and  next  on  the  expe¬ 
diency  of  making  public  declaration  of  it,  so,  it  seems  to 
us,  the  propriety  of  contemptuous  censure  must  be  decided, 
first  by  the  fact  whether  the  conduct  in  question  is  truly 
contemptible,  and  next  by  the  expedieney  of  publicly 
designating  this  special  characteristic  of  it. 

So  many  and  so  broad  are  the  gradations  between  one 
wrong  act  and  another  that  to  lump  them  in  a  common 
condemnation,  or  to  use  the  same  formula  by  which  to

But,  in  concluding  this  number,  let  me  call  attention 
to  a  monstrous  inconsistency,  a  piece  of  self-stultification  j 
on  the  part  of  the  Republicans,  is  Vermont  as  well  as 
elsewhere.  They  generally  admit  that  the  United  States 
Constitution,  either  by  specific  provision  or  tbe  form  of 
government  it  embodies,  binds  them  to  the  support  of 
slavery  where  it  is — i.  e.,  in  the  slave  States.  In  other 
words,  by  taking  an  oath  to  support  tbe  Constitution,  they 
are  bound  not  to  interfere  with  slavery  in  the  Southern 
States,  but  to  maintain  the  Union  with  them  on  the  ground 
that  slavery  there  shall  be  upheld  by  the  power  of  the 
nation  as  a  unit.  Thus  the  North  makes  oath  to  continue 
slavery  with  its  adjuncts.  Aud  yet  the  men  who  admit 
and  claim  this  never  cease  to  enrse  Mr.  Garrison  and  his 
coadjutors  for  wishing  to  dissolve  this  Union,  and  so  break 
the  oath!  But  how  is  this?  What  are  the  ethics  these 
Republicans  profess  and  teach  in  relation  to  all  other 
matters?  Do  not  their  pulpits  and  presses  maintain  that 
an  oath  or  engagement  to  do  a  wrong,  to  commit  a  crime, 
is  not  binding?— that  the  obligation  is  to  break,  not  keep, 
such  a  contract?

Fugitive  Slaves  in  Cuba.— A  person  named  Don 
Miguel  Cura,  having,  at  the  head  of  a  parly,  succeeded  iu 
arresting  several  runaway  negroes,  who  wished  to  form  a  set- 
tlement  near  Bayamo,  it  is  intended  by  certain  planters  in  that 
vicinity  to  present  Senor  Caro  witb  a  horse  and  sword. 
During  the  encounter  with  the  negroes,  a  young  man  uainvil 
Don  Gabriel  Gari£s  killed  the  ringleader  of  the  gang,  who  was 
named  Reiter.  It  at  ly  not  be  mal  apropos  here  to  inform  yonr 
readers  that  there  are  several  or  these  runaway  negro  settle¬ 
ments  in  the  mountainous  districts  of  this  island,  in  locations 
where  probably  tbe  toot  of  tbe  white  man  haa  never  trod,  aud 
where  they  dwell  in  barbarous  independence,  cultivating,  alter 
a  rude  fashion,  the  ground  provisions  (yams,  which  need 
so  little  labor  to  produce  abuudaut  crops;  whilst  tbey  steal 
pigs  and  poultry  (sometimes  a  beef)  Irom  the  nearest  estates. 
Cuba  Cor.  Herald .

Mrs.  Gage’s  Lecture  on  Cuba — Oa  Tuesday  eve¬ 
ning.  Mrs.  Frances  D.  Gage,  of  St.  Louis,  lectured,  at  Horticul¬ 
tural  Hall,  on  Cubs,  to  which  Island  she  has  recently  mide  a 
tour  of  onservatioo.  She  gave  a  very  graphic  description  of 
the  beauties  of  the  Island,  of  its  natural  productions,  its  advan¬ 
tages;  the  manners,  customs  aud  sucial  habiis  of  the  people, 
and  a  great  many  things  which  we  ure  not  accustomed  to  bear 
or  read  about.  She  slated,  among  other  facta,  that  the  slave¬ 
holders  of  the  Island  generally  feared  that  slavery  would  be 
abolished  by  an  edict  from  toe  home  government,  aDd.  to  pre¬ 
vent  emancipation,  weie  anxious  for  annex  itiou  to  the  Uuited 
States!  Ol  the  truth  of  this  statement  well-informed  men  iu 
this  country  have  no  doubt.  “Aunt  Fanny  ”  is  evidently  no 
filibuster,  since  her  trip  to  Cuba.—  West  Chester  (Pa.)  Times, 
IVh. 

Senator  IversoD,  of  Georgia,  thus  expresses  himself  with 
regard  to  the  free  laborers  ol  the  North,  th*  mud-sills  ol 
society,  as  Seuator  Hammoud  eloquently  cabs  them: 

“  Tne  proud  and  enviable  condition  of  tbe  poor  while  man 
in  the  South,  compared  to  the  degraded  white  slave  of  the 
North,  is  owing  lo  the  existence  of  African  slavery  iu  the 
South.  If  Ahe  question  of  emancipating  the  negroes  were  to¬ 
day  submitted  to  the  people  of  Georgia,  nine  out  of  teo  who 
own  no  slaves  would  vote  iu  the  uegative.  Slavery  must  be 
maintained — 10  the  Union  if  possible — out  of  it  if  necessary  — 
peaceably  if  we  may — forcibly  if  we  must.  He  was  once  au 
advocate  of  Squatter  Sovereignty,  but  bad  repeuted  of  aud 

him  that  tbe  true  theory  iu  relatiou  to  the  Territorial  G  .vern- 
meutof  the  Union  ia  that  it  is  both  the  power  and  duly  of 
Congress  to  pass  laws  for  tbe  protection  of  slavery  wherever 
it  exists,  or  may  exist,  upon  the  soil.” 

Tbe  Charleston  Mercury  publishes  the  following  letter 
from  a  Southerner  in  Kansas,  remarking  that  it  points  io  the 
right  direction: 

Paola,  K.  T.,  Aug.  15. 1859. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  writing  yuu  a  few  liuea  on  a  subject  of 
interest  to  lhe  South.  It  i-  pretty  well  couceded  lba<  Kiusas 
will  he  a  Fiee  Soil,  Black  Republican  8tate  beyond  question. 
Tbe  Snath  haa  not  dune  anything  since  ’66,  except  io  allow 
cur  Con8titn'ion  to  be  r>  jected.  We  have  about  2  700  South¬ 
ern  men  in  Kausas  still,  and  they  intend  emigrating  South  as 
soon  as  Kiusas  is  admitted  into  tbe  Union.  We  are  cuuuected 
with  a  Southern  organization,  and,  iucludiog  all,  we  have 
about  17.0U0  men.  Tne  next  theatre  for  action  will  be  the  In¬ 
dian  territory  south  of  Kansas,  iucludiog  Cnerokee,  Creek 
aud  Choctaw  nations.  Tne  South  should  prepare  for  this  In 
time,  and  stand  by  her  territorial  rights.  They  are  of  tbe  La: 
importance  to  onr  colonization.  The  AboliiioniBts  are  the 
most  constant  and  incessant  workers  I  ever  knew  belonging 
to  auy  party.  The  Danite  order  ia  large  and  well  drilled  in 
abolition  tactics. 

Extremes  Meet. — A  correspondent  of  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Clu  Ctian  Observer,  at  Saratoga  Springs,  writes: 

“  Last  Sabbath,  Dr.  Bollock,  from  Kentucky,  a  slaveholder, 
occupied  the  pnlpil  in  toe  Presbyterian  church  in  toe  alter- 
noon.and  Dr.  Coeever,  the  great  auti  slavery  champion,  of 
New  York,  in  the  evening.  So  extremes  meet.  1  am  told, 
however,  ihat  Dr.  Bollock  tells  his  slaves  -some  twenty  iu 
number— that  they  may  go  away  from  him  at  any  time  they 
choose,  and  he  will  not  pursue  them;  that  there  are  among  his 
slaves  two  clergymen,  one  of  them  iu  the  receipt  of  a  salary  of 
*600,  and  preacuiug  to  one  of  the  largest  congregations  Hi  the 
State;  that  these  ministers  have  tbeir  salaries  tbc-mselves;  and 
I  inferred  that  ail  the  slaves  of  the  good  diKUOT  Were  treated 

to  hia  servants  that  which  is  just  and  eqjaL  Would  that  all 
slaveholders  would  do  the  same.” 

Mistaken  Verdict  bt  Slave-owners. — We  men¬ 
tioned  yesterday  that  a  slave  of  Ur.  Tnruipaeed  had  been  con¬ 
victed  of  “  manslaughter  ”  for  the  killing  of  another  boy,  and 
that  he  bad  been  sentenced  to  be  whipped,  branded  and  ban¬ 
ished  from  the  State.  *  It  ha3  been  brooght  to  our  notice  by  a 
legal  friend  that  the  sentence  is  in  direct  violation  of  au  aet  of 
1838,  6  Statutes  489,  which  abolishes  entirely,  in  the  case  of 
Iree  white  persons,  the  punishment  of  branding,  and  in  lieu 
thereof  BQhstitntes  a  ponishment  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Tbe  same  act  says  “  that  on  the  conviction  of  a  slave  for 
any  offence  not  capital,  tbe  pnnisbment  shall  be  by  whipping, 
confinement  in  stocks  or  tread  mill, and  not  otherwise.”  Tbe 
atieution  of  the  magistrate  and  j  iry  is  called  to  this  statute,  as 
our  friend  suggests  that  bt  their  sentence  they  have  repealed 
an  act  of  legislation,  wittout  the  permission  I  that  body  or  ot 
the  Codifier  of  their  laws. — Columbia  (S.  C.)  Guardian,  Sip-
